BILL 

TO 

Amend the Law relating to Clerks of Petty Sessions a.ek 1907 . 
in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. All the provisions of section twelve of the Petty Sessions Extension to 

Clerk (Ireland) Act, 1858, and of any Act or Acts amending ^ 

the same, with reference to the superannuation or retiring 2 i& 22 Vict. 
allowance of petty sessions clerks retiring from office through c> 100- s- l2, 
age or infirmity, shall apply to the recognised assistants of the 
10 clerks of petty sessions at Cork and Belfast appointed or 
hereafter to be appointed pursuant to the provisions of section ten 
of the said recited Act. 

2. This Act shall be read and construed as one with the Short title 
Petty Sessions Clerk (Ireland) Act, 1858, and the Acts amending 
15 the same, and may be cited as the Petty Sessions Clerk (Ireland) 
Amendment Act, 1907.
